Scottish Holiday Turned Into Day of Mourning 


Panic Sweeps 
Through Crowd 
As Fire Starts 


Little Children Suffocated by the Score 
When Carbon Monoxide Gas Seeps Into 
Auditorium—Death List May Grow

PAISLEY, Scotland, Det. 31.—Seventy-two persons, 
mostly children, perished in a panic which started when fire 
swept through a motion picture house here today, according 
|to the count of hospital authorities. The terror-stricken 
panic of the youngsters, who had been watching a holiday 
movie program, swelled the toll of the flames, It is belie ved 
that the deaths may total 80. 

Most of the victims were children who were suffocated 
or trampled to death in a mad rush to safety and many died 
at the foot of two main staircases leading from a balcony 
| where the bodies of boys and girls were piled six deep, 

The fire started in the theatre's projection room, but 
| caused comparatively little damage, the horrifying death list 
| being due for the most part to carbon monoxide gas and the 

| panicky rush of the children from the baleony to the main 
| | floor. 


Holiday Matinee Was in Progress 
About 150 persons were removed from the theatre to 
| hospitals for treatment of burns “and abrasions, 
A holiday matinee was in progress when flames shot 
| from the operator's box and quickly enveloped the auditor- 
| jum. It was believed the death toll might reach 80. 

Mxits of the theatre were speedily jammed with 
| Struggling boys and girls seeking to flee from the holocaust 
| and firemen had the greatest difficulty in dragging the young 

| victims to safety.

| smoke, improvised gas masks and heroically assisted in mak-

and watched the children being taken from the burning build-

alizge the very scene where some pageant or catastrophe had occurred or some 
romance was laid 


“But I had not been long with my young peopie before I realized 


that I was getting a hundred times more out of the trip than they were,

They were tor young. They hadn't read enough.

seeing. A city or a river or a mountain was simply a city or a river or 


a mountain to them, and nothing more, To me it was history, it was 
tradition, it was romance, it had a thousand associations to me that made 
it interesting, that they lacked, 


"My grandchildren are well educated and we read the same books, but | 
because I have read so much more than they have, and because I have run | 
the gamut of life myself and have known love and birth and death and joy 
and sorrow, I get something out of a book that they miss. | 


“And so there we are. Each age has its own pleasures and I mourn 
that so many of my age have not intelligence enough to know that age 
has its joys no less keen than youth if they will only take them, instead 
of trying to steal the pleasures that do not belong to them.”
